Daskirk, Fuly z. N.S. On thurfday laft we were 
urprized from the watch tower, with an account of the 
Englith fleet approaching the coaft ; there being a fure hand 
at the look out, he threw down to us as particular an in- 
formation as the circumftances of weather would permit 
him to difcover. He faid thag the thip that carry’d the flag 
at the main top-maft head, appear’d as big as our Grand 
Louis, and that there were about fourteen others very litie 
inferior to the Admiral. There were alfo 22 men of war 
from 50 to 60 guns, and the reft were fregates, firefhips, 
bomb veffels, and traniports. In iefs than an hour, {feve- 
ral men, the moft clear lighted in the town, went up to 
the Tower, and faw them landing their troops under the 
cover of a fog: this flung us into a terrible confternation: 
but the Governor had the prefence of mind to ge without 
his dinner, and to prepare for a vigorous defence; but a 
little before we were coming to a¢tion, the day clear’d up, 
and this monftrous fleet dwindled away to two French 
filhing boats, drove from Calais by a welterly wind. P.

to double his diligence that all might be finihhed out of 
hand; an! having fo faid, that Prince turn’d about, and 
left Mr. Keene, without faying one word more. P. 

Leghorn, June 22. Tis confirm’d trom Agueziras, 
that the lines drawn by the Spaniards before Gibraltar, 
from fea to fea, are finifh’d, with the cover’d way; that
